After the harsh treatment of the ethnic Chinese by 
the “Vietnamese authorities， .thousands fed the 
country. It certainly caught China by surprise，when 
more than 100,000 refugees were crossing its border 
with little belongings. Subsequently China offered to 
send two passenger ships to bring back the refugees， 
but when the ships arrived，the Vietnam authority 
refused to issue passports to the ethnic Chinese. 

From the Vietnamese viewpoint，the ships Were 
picking up“Chinese nationals”who wanted to return 
to “China,， therefore no exit documents Were 
necessary， From the Chinese viewpoint，the ships 
were taking Chinese Vietnamese back to China on 
humanitarian grounds. As in normal international 
practice, China demanded the passengers obtain exit 
documentation and visas. 

Neither side was willing to compromise. As a result， 
the two ships returned to China without a single 
Passenger on board. 

When China's policy became known in Vietnam， 
the ethnic Chinese tried to flee by boat to Hong 上 Kong 
and other Southeast Asian countries. To this date we 
don't know how many were SwWallowed Up by the 
treacherous sea.

Concerning this deficiency in

American youngster -in learning 
the American history of his ethnic 
group?

County alone in a period of one 
year there were 31 overdose 
deaths, hundreds ofoverdoses, but 
no treatment program that could 
deal specifically with the problems 
of Asian Americans, The problem 
at that time was that America's 
consciousness in terms of drug 
abuse was focused on your hallu- 
cinogenics or your heroin type of 
drug. Within the Asian Amer- 
ican community the ， highest 
degree of drug abuse Usage was 
that of the barbiturates，the “red 


-devil they call it:in the streets, the

REINFORCED 

According to Nobuyuki， this 
stereotype is _ reinforced by the 
tendency of Asian Americans 
toward“cultural reticence to seek 
assistance from an agency of the 
gpvernment."However,hepointed 
out,， “Some sociologists contend 
that the reason for this reticence is 
the bad and negative experiences 
that :Asian and 了 Pacific Island 
People have had with government 
agencies，citing the various exclu- 
sion orders_ affecting people of 
Asiatic descent，the Alien Land 
Laws，the denial of the right to 
become American citizens.” As a 
result,、“Nobuyuki mentioned， 
“When Asian Americans Parti- 
in a program that is 
intended to help them， their 
situation or state of mental health 
is more severe.”He recommended 
that “Asian ”American com- 
munities form 3 coalition to ensure 
that there is at least that access to 
service delivery systems that are 
part of the mandate of this 
government to provide services to 
its people.” 

Finally,. Nobuyuki discussed the 
wide-ranging effects of the 
dangerous legal precedent set by 
the suspension of civil liberties for 
Japanese Americans during World 


:War II.“On April 13,， Nobuyuki 


related,“in Washington，DC, the 
former President of the United 
States Richard M， Nixon stated 
before ABC News Service that the 
precedent for his action in the 
Watergate Scandqal was set in part 
by "the internment of Japanese 
Amiericans on the West Coast at 
the outbreak of World War II.… 
History does have a tendency to 
repeat itself, though not exactly in 
the same way. Unless we as 
American people can learn from 
our .mistakes， I_ believe our 
children are destined to be victims 
of them . 

“Most of us know there have 
been outstanding libertarians who 
have denounced the actions of our 
government _ for this mass evact- 
ation， The distinguished 了 Eugene 
W. Rostow，Professor of Law at 
Yale University，in_ early 1946 
labelled the legal precedent set by 
the evacuation as*ardisaster. The 
notable Chief Justice 下 arl Warren 
remarked that his part in the 
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色 _United Action by Asian Americans

evacuation as Covernor of 
California was one of the worst 
two mistakes he had made in his 
lifetime.”

A story of Survival for Thanksgiving 


ByNANCY WEY - 

George Oyung was rather hesi- 
tant about telling his story，as he 
sat with his wife in their home 
near the famous Empire Mine in 
Grass Valley.， He was born in 
China in 1903. His father left his 
mother in China and came to the 
United States around 1891，but 
was never able to return to China. 
When Oyung was asked how this 
was possiblje, he paused and then 
Tevealed，I was adopted.… His 
Story reveals the tenacity and 
ingenuity of the early Chinese 
Pioneers. 

“IT _ dort know who my real 
Parents are,” says Oyung. “TI know 
that when I was real small,，I was 
in a temple and half starved. The 
working people in the fields, they 
come and visit me and hand me a 
bowl of rice. I live on that for a 
few months until somebody picked 
me up. TI was in a temple. They 
abandoned me in a temple. That 
was real lucky.” 

The maiden name of the 
woman who adopted Oyung was 
Ching Gim. Her husband had 
been in the United States for abonut 
fourteen years,，and she could not 
rejoin him because of the Chinese 
Exclusion Laws. Since it did not 
seem that she and her busband 
would be able to have children of 
their own，she adopted a child. 
This was in Ma-chi Village in 
Heung Shan. 

POTATOES 

In the United States Oyung s 

father had tried farming in the 
Sacramento Delta area with his 
twO Diothers. They tried raising 
potatoes' but could not make any 
money. Finally they gave up the 
farm and went their separate 
ways. Oyung's father told him “he 
went to a dairy farm and milked 
thirty coOws every morning for a 
while. During that time he was 
milking cows，riding the horses， 
driving the cows，you know. Like 
all young fellows do，they get 
together another horse rider，and 
they _ have the Trace， He got 
injured. That was the last of his 
mijjking cows”duty，Since hes 
injured，he went to work for the 
Empire Mine， He was limping a 
little bit all the time. So we told 
him，why didnt he see a doctory 
At that time, the young men they 
never pay much attention to 
doctoring themselves. It wasnt so 
modern，the _ medicine at that 
time. 
”When Oyung was about 4 or 5 
years 01d4，he was kidnapped by 
bandits，The bandits generally 
kidnapped children from wealthy 
homes and held them for ransormn . 
“They had morermoney; theycame 
back a_ little sooner than I didq,” 
Oyung recalls.“My father had to 
pay a hundred dollars to get me 
back， At that time，you know，a 
hundred dollars is very hard to 
make. 

“TI was very young then，and I 
rermmember now we going in under 
the cave to hide. They would put 


the board over it and the barrel on: 


top of us，The. soldiers would be 
running over on top of us, and we 
dont dare to say anything， The 
robbers said，“Those are bad 
People up there. Keep quiet,… We 
dontknow any better,” 
CAPTIVE 
While the children were held 
captive，they were treated “like 
southern slaves，After they cap- 
ture，they pick them，they sejl 
them to another bandit for less 
sum，and they get the ransom

When Oyung 
and his mother came to the United 
States， _ Oyung recalls， “We 
thought that Grass Valley Was a 
wonderful place. We went to the 
Chinatown and got acquainted.
